The legislature passed an 
act May 13,1860, .providing for eppar 
ate ^schools for colored children, where 
there are fifteen or more in aachoo 
district. The general school law of th 
State provides for the education o 
children of citizens, and at the time i 
was passed, tho courts say, negroe 
were not citizens of the State or tbj 
United States Tbe Fourteenth Amend 
nicnt to tbe Constitution of the Unitei 
Slates, tbe opinion'fcoes on to say, doe 
not deleg-t t) Congress tbe right to ID 
terfere with the control of domestic 
institutions of States,, which rest for 
security where they bad. ajwajs rested 
—with the States themselves, - Tfie 
court held that under the terms of tpc 
act of May 3, 1869,. colored, children 
have DO right to admiesion into schools 
provided for the education of white 
children. Tho lower court held tha 
where sepnute schools were opt estab 
lished for colored, children, they shoulc 
be admitted to the sohools already es 
tablished in the district

will affect nearly every county in th< 
State in 4 disastrous manner to tbe 
colored children, as in very few sohoo 
districts is there a sufficient number o 
colored children to require tbe estnb 
lishment of a school for them.
